LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 131

Introduced by Pahls, 31.

PURPOSE: The purpose of this resolution is to study school
accountability. The Legislature appropriates hundreds of millions
of dollars in the form of state aid to school districts throughout
the state, making accountability for these funds extremely
important. The issues addressed by this study shall include, but
not be limited to:

(1) Ways the Legislature can evaluate how the money is
expended;

(2) The accountability that school districts must provide
to show that the funds they receive through state and 1local
resources are expended on effective educational programs; and

(3) Ways the Legislature can be assured that every public
school student in the state is receiving a quality education.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Education Committee of the Legislature shall
be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the purposes
of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
